The third 
Rank, and largcſ, was lett unto the Paritans 3 whom they hare deadly, in refpcct that 
they will hold no indifferent quarter with Papiſiry. The fourth and latt Maniple, they 
athgne to the Politicians : Huomini (ſay they) Senza Div, & Senz Anima : Men with- 
out fear of God, or regard of their Souls, who buſying thcmſclves onely with matters of 
State, retam no ſenſe of Religion, Without doubt, if the Authors of this Partition 
have caſt their Account aright, we muſt conteſs the latter Brood is to. be aſcribed pro- 
perly unto them : For it the undermining of the Parliament-houſe, the ſcandalizing ot 
the King in Print , who 1s Gods Anointed, and the retuſal of natural Obedience, be 
works of thoſe that neither itand in awe of God or Conſcience 3 well may the Pa- 
piſts boali, that they are aflured of the hrii number 3 and may prefume likewiſe of the 
latts friendthip, when occation hall be offered. For the preventing of which Combi- 
vation, It is a {ure way tocut off the Heads that ſhould tye the Knot, or at leaſt to 
brand them with a mark in the Forehcad, betore they be diſmiſſed 3 or after the opi- 
nion of others, and cuttome of Sweden, to make them welcome to the feminine Sex , 
which now with great fervency embraceth them. 


Theſe are for the moſt part Arguments vented in ordinary diſcourſe, by many who 
{uppolc a Priz/t's breath to be contagious in our Engliſh Air, Others there are, who 
maintain the ſecond part of the Quettion, with Reaſons not unworthy ot obſfer- 
VAnce. 

Death us the end of Temporal Woes , but it may in no wiſe be accounted the Grave of 
memory ; I herefore howſoever it is in the power of Jultice: to ſupprels the perſon of a 
man, the Opmion tor which he fuftered ( conceived traly or untruly in the hearts of a 
 Multitude ) 1s not ſubject tothe edge of any Sword, how ſharp or keen ſocver.

The greateſt biter of a State, is -Enmve, joyned with thirlt of 
Revenge 3 which fc|dom declares it ſelf in plain Colours; fintil a Jealoutic conceived of 
perional dangers, breaketh out into deſperate Refolutions. Here comes it to paſs, that 
when one male-contented Member 1s grieved, the reft of the body is fentible thercot : 
neither can a Prieſt or Feſuit be-cut-off without a general murmur NRCC .

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which being, confident in their pumber, ſecretly arm tcr oppotition 3 or conhrimed with 
their Martyrs bloud ( as they are perſwaded ) reſolve by patience and ſufferance to 
#lorifie their Caule, and to merit Heaven. Do we not daily fee, that it 1s eaſier to con- 
tront a private. Encmzy, than a Society or Corporation ? and that the hatred of a State, 
1S more immortal than the ſplecn of a Monarchy ? 'Theretore except it be demonſtrated, 
thir the whole Koman City, which conlifts not of one brood, but of a ſucceſſion of per- 
10s, may be cut off at the tr{i ſiroak as one - entire Head, I fee no cauſe to think our 
State ſecured by litting on. the skirts of ſome few Semznaries, leaving in the mean time 
a multitude of Snarlers abroad, who already ſhew their Teeth, and onely wait oppor- 


unity to bite fiercely, I will not dony, that whom we fear, we commonly hate 3 pro- 


vided always that no merit hath intcrceded a Reconciliation : tor there 15 great diffe- 
rence between hatred conceived againſt him that will take away the life, and him that 
may julily do it, and yet. in Clemency forbears to put it in effect; for the latter bree- 
deth reverent awe, whereas the former {ubjecteth to ſervile fear, always accompanied 
with detire of Innovations. And although it hath been ithrmed of the Church of 
I ome. rod Pontificito genus ſemper crudele , nevertheleſs, out of Charity, let us hope 
thai all Devils are not {o black as they are painted : Some, or perhaps many of them 
there are, when Conſcience, or in default thereof, pure ſhame of the world will con- 
{train to contels, That his Majeſty moſt graciouſly diſtinguiſheth the Theory of Popery, 
from the Active part thereot, as being naturally inclined , Parvis peceatis veniam, magnis 
{everit tem commod are , nec pena ſemper, ſed ſepius penitentia contentus eſſe. | 
2. Mitiaking ot punithments legally inflicted, commonly proceeds from fond pity, or 
the znterelt which we have in the ſame Cauſe , both which beget blinde partiality. Admit 
then that the Papal ſide, attcfing merit, by compatſion may be neerly touched with the 
rcliraint of their Semirarzes 3 that cannot be denied, I hope, except they had the hearts 
_ of Tyzers , that in humanity they will prefer their caſe of dxrance before the rigor of 
death : And albeit that Parſons, Bellarmine, and the Pope himſelf, conſtrain their ſpiri- 
tual Childrcn to thruſt their tingers into the fire, by refuſing the Oath of Allegiance 3 yet 
we have many Tettimonies in Judicial Courts and printed Books, that the greater part

Garnet hiniſclt alſo, in one of his ſecret Letters, lamenced, that after his death he 
invuld not be enroled amongſi-the Martyrs , becauſe that no matter of Religion was 
 objcEtcd againft him 3 yet it plainly appears in his demeanour, that he. would gladly 
have ſtrived the poſſibility of that glory, if any ſuch hope had remained : neither is it 


- to be preſumed, that being in Priſon, he would ever have conceived that we durſt not 


touch his Reverence, or that the Law was remiſs, which had jufily condemned him, and 
tt his lite to the kings mercy. It was the diſtince of the place, and not perſons, 
tat interpreted the ſending over Seas of the Prieſts, to be a greater Argument of their 
INCccncy. than of his Majeſties forbearance : for had Father Parſons himſelf been Co- 
7am nobis, his ſong would rather have been of Mercy than Juſtice. It is truely ſaid, 
that we are all infiructed better by Examples than Precepts : Therefore if the Laws 
pzintcd. a1:d Indidtments recorded, cannot controul the Calumnies of thoſe that wilfully 
will autiake Treaſon tor Religion, by the exccution of two or three of that backbiting 
rumwber, 1 doubt not but the Queition may readily be decided : Namgue immedicabile 
rirhnus enſe recidendum eft, ne pars ſincera trahatur, 0 

_ To dally with pragmatical Papiſts, eſpecially with thoſe that by their Example and 
Counlel pervert his Majeſtics Subjes, I hold it a point of meer Inuſtice : tor what 


_ conttort may th: good expect, when the bad are by mat to ſpeak, and em- 


boldencd to put their diſloyal. thoughts in execution ? -. For<explaining therefore of 
my meaning, 1t is neceſſary to have a regard unto the nature of the Kings Liege-people 
that arc to be rctormcd by example of Juſtice, and other Forraigners, who, will we, nill 
WC, mult be Cenſzrers of our Actions. 2 | 

It hath been crucly obſerved, ;that the Nations, of Exrope which are moſt remote

ple of this Ile exceed the Romans in zeal of their Profeſlion : inſomuch, that in Rome it

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«lt I have heard the Engliſh Fugitives taxed by the name of Pichiapetti Inglefi, Now 
3s our Country-men take fſurer holdfaſt of Papal Traditions than others, fo - are they

_ Caulc : for this Climate is of that temperature, out of which Vegetizs holdeth it fitteſt 
to chuſe a valiant Souldier, where the heart finding it {elf provided of plenty of Bloud 
to tuftain ſudden defects, is not ſo foon apprehenſive of 'death or dangers, as where the 
>rore-houle of Bloud being ſmall, every hazard maketh pale cheeks and trembling bands. 
( Aveli) tay antient Writers, bello intrepidz, nec mortis ſenſu deterrentur : And thereunto 
Botero the Italian bearcth witneſs in his Relations of many Strangers 3; Therefore co- 
ming out of Forraign parts among the Rarities of England, detired to ſee whether 
Report hath not been too laviſh in attirming, that our condemned perſons yield theis 
bodics to Death with cheerfulneſs. And were it not that by dayly experience we can 
call our ſelves to witneſs of this truth, I could produce the Reverend Judge Forteſcue, 
who in commendation of our Engliſh Laws, made ſuitable, as he well obſerveth, to the 
inbred conditions of the Inhabitants of this Soy, avoweth, that the Engliſh people, in 
tryal for Criminal Cauſes, are not compelled by Tortzres to confels, as in other Nations 
it is uſed, for as much as the quality of the Engliſh is known to be leſs fearful of Death 
than of Torments: For which cauſe, if ti:e Found of the Civil Law were offered 
to an innocent perſon in England, he would rather yield himſelf guilty and ſuffer death, 
than endure the horrour of lingring Pains. Inſ#lani pleruemque fures ({aith one) and fo 
true 1t 1s, that this Country is ſtained with that imputation, notwithſtanding that 
many are put to death, to the end that others, by their fall, might learn in time to be- 
ware, It then it doth appear that Terrour prevails not to keep men from Offences 
which are condemned by Law and Conſcience, what aſſurance can there be to ſcare 
thoſe who pretend to be ſatisfied in their minds, that cheir Sufferings are cither ex- 
preſly or by implication, for matter of Religion and health of their Souls ? In ſuch a 
caſe to threaten death to Engliſh men, Dnibus nibil intereſt humive ſublimive putreſcant, 
1s a matter of {mall conſequence. Purpuratis Gallis, Ttalis aut Hifpanis iſta minitari z, To 
a ſetled reſolution of death, menaces to prolong a weariſome life, prevail much more in ſuch 
caſes. Rightly did Clement the Eighth conſider, that by burning two Engliſh men in 
Rome for ſuppoſed Hereſfie, he rather impaired his Cauſe than bettered it 3 inſomuch 
that many preſent at the reſolute death of Mr. May, who was brought to duſt in Campo 
di Santa Fiore, (pared not to prochaim him for a Martyr, carried away of his Aſhes for 
a Relique, and wiſhed their Souls in the ſame place with his : which News brought to 
the Popes ear, cauſed him ( as it was bruted about in Reme _) ſolemnly to-protelt, 
That none of the Engliſh Nation ſhould publickly, from that time forward, be conſumed with 
On the other tide, if we read the Volumes written of their Prieſts Conftancy, 
their Martyrologte or Kalendar of Martyrs, and Path-way of Salvation, as it were chalked 
out unto the Papiſts, by ſacriticing their lives for the Pope, we (hall finde that by taking 
away of one, we have confirmed and invited many 3 whereof I could give particular 
| Inſtances, if I thought any ſcruple were made in that point. SF 
As for forraign parts which hold with the Papal Supremacy, it is cleer, that they 
; Will be ſevere and partial Judges in this cauſe : For albeit that here in England it is 
well known to all true and loyal Subjets, that for matter of Komen DodGrine, no mans 
life is direAly called into queition, but that their diſobedience in reaſon of State, is the 
onely motive of their proſecution 3 nevertheleſs where a great Canton of Chriſtendom is 
rooted in'a contrary opinion , and things in this world are for the moſt part eſteemed 
by outward appearance, this Land cannot eſcape malicious ſcandals, neither ſhall there 
be want of Colledges to ſupply their Faction with Seminariers.

contend by inulticude of Voices,. we thall be crycd down, without all peradventuxe :

Howſoever in valuing the power of a City, or ſtrength of Arguments, quality 
and worth is to be preterred betore number : Nevertheleſs, where the Utermoſt of our 


force is not known, it imports much to have it conceived, that the Multitude ſtands 


for us; tor Doubts and Suſpicions caft in an Enemies way, cvermore make things 
ſcem greater and more dithcult, than they: are indeed : We have, by God's Mercy, 
the Sword of Juttice drawn on our behalt, which upon ſhort warning, is able to dif- 
unite the ſecret Underminers of our Quiet 3 we have a King zealous tor the Houle of 


the Lord, who ncedeth not to fear leſs Succels in ſhutting up . af Prieſts, than Queen 


Elizabeth had in rettraining them in Wisbich-Caltle 3 where lelt their fatious Spirits 
ſhould grow rulty, thcy converted their Canker to tret upon themſelves, and vomi- 
ting out Gall in @wodlibets, thewed that their Diſcaſe was chielly predominant in the 
Splecn. What Tempetts they have raiſcd in their Colledge at Romer, their own Books 
and many Travellers can witneſs the jtorm whereot - was ſuch, that Sextus Dintus 
complaincd ſeriouſly of the vexation which he received oftner from the Engliſh Scho- 
lars, than a! the Vaſſuls of his Triple Crown. And untrucly is the Magiſtrate noted of 
Neal cence, or overumuch Sererity, that lays wait to catch the Foxcs, and the little 
Foxes which {poll the I ineyard : 5 though attcrwards, without turther puniſhment, he 
rglerve them. to the day wherein God will take account of their Stewardſhip. For it 


Arijtotl's City, dehned to be a Socicty of men aflcmblcd to live well, be the ſame 


which in our Law bath rcfcrence to the maintcnance. of the poor in Peace : So long as 
we tale of the {weet of a peaccable Government, we cannot ſay, but that we live 
well ; and that the City conhitting of Men, and not of Walls, is happily guided. 


S. An Oath is a wcak Band to contain him, that will, for pretended Conſcience 


fake, hold no Faith with Hereticks 3 or by Abſolution from el Prictt, thinks himfclt 


at ſiberty to flie from any Promiſe or Protefiation whatſoever. 

Therefore when I remember that Watſqa the Pricli, , notwithſtanding his Invcctives 
againſt the Feſits, gained liberty to torge his Traiterous Inventions, and had others 
ot his Socicty in rhe Complot 3 I judge it ſafer ro make Rechules of them, than to 
ſuffer ſuch to dally with us by Books, and ſome idle Intelligences, catt abroad only as 
2 Miſt to blear our cyes : But how ſhall we finde mcans to apprehend thoſe ...{guiſed 
Komaniſts, that borrow the [hapes of Captains, Merchants, Gentlemen, Citizens, and all 
{orxts of people; and by Equivocation. may deny themſUvcs to be themſelves? In An- 
fwcr to this Quetiion, I will hrſt thew the Reaſon why they arc not purſued and 
rake. and hercatter make an Overture how t they may be boultcd out of their Hutches, 


The Nature of Man, howſoever in hot blood it be thirſty of Revenge, in a cooler 


inpeor it hath a kind of Narſea, as I may call it, or a diſtaſte of taking away of the 
Lives. even of the Nocent : Inſfomuch that in all Aſſizes and Seſſions, an Offender 
can hardly be Condemned, whom the foolith pity of many will not after a fort cx- 
uſe, with laying ſome I [Imputations on the Fudge, part on the. Jury, and much on 
che Accuſcr and ſuch is thcir blind Aﬀection, that the Priſoner, who perhaps was 
ncver recommicnded tor Handſoinneſs, will be &tcemed of them for one of the pro- 
pcrelt nicn in the company : From hence it comes; that the name of @ Serjeant Or a 
Purſerant is odiousz, and the Exccutioner, although he be the hand of Juice, is 
2hcamed no better than. an Encmy of Mankinde, and one that loſt Honetliy and Hu- 
NAnity in his Cradic. Rcvcrend Mr. Foxe was wont to fay, That Spies and Accu- 
{ers were neeeiary Members in a Common-wealth, and deſerved to be Are 6's but 
tor his own part, hc would not be of any of that number, or with his Friends ro 
altcct ſuch In:ploymeuts.: And albeit that the Law permits and commands every man 
'0 apprehend a Fclon, :do ve not commonly fce very many contcnt 40 ſtand by and 
00k on, while others pcrtprm that Office ? 

Likewiſe it is cvident,, That it ſuch as arc tender of their Str FI be very 
{rupulous pcriovally to Arret men tor civil Actions of Debt, they will: be more un- 
willing lotirumunts of drawing, their Bodies to tbe Rack or the: Galioms ; eſpecially 
when there is any colour of Religion to: be pretended in their detence. The daveriity 
of Mens Faccs is great, but the diiference+ of their Mindes in this cafe is more variabjc. 


wherein the macancit bave thought as. trze as. the higheli. Beſides this, there are too. 
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in their fooliſh Ignorance will fay, It. is pity any ſhould die tor their Confcicnce. 
though indced they make honourable amends for their Treaſon £ Verily I know not 
what miſgiving of their minde it is, that makes men torccalt the pothibility of Alte- 
ration in matters of Religion, and for that reſpect they are exceeding backward in 
dilcovcry and laying, hands on Seminaries 3 yea, and arc timerous in cnacting ſharp 
Laws againſt them, as thoſe that filently ſay among themſelves, Sors hodierna mibi, 
eras erit illa tibi, Nay, ſhall I ſpeak a Bugs word ? There 15 no ſmall number that 
- ſtand doubtful, whether it bc a gratcful work to crofs Popery, or that it may be done 
 afdly without a foul aſpcrlion of Pzritaniſme, or a ſhrewd turn for thcir labours, at 
ſome time or other : By which unhappy ambiguity it comes to paſs, that theſe Animaliz 
 amphibia, the Prieſts, I mean, that prey on the Souls and Bodies of either Sex, unattached 
revel where they lit, though they be no more {een, than a man dancing in a nct. 
How much fitter were it for us courageouſly to invite them to our Party, by Preaching, 
or Confuting them by writing , and unto the ſtate wherein we ltand, wiſely to apply 
the Exhortation of the Aſſrizn King to his Souldicrs, Toz are fools, (quoth he) if there 
be any hope in your hearts to redreſs Sorrow by flight, rather endeavour to make them flie 
that are the cauſers of your grief's aſſuring your ſelves, that more periſh in flight than in 
the battle. Even as many ſccking to meet the Papitts halt way, difcomtort our own 
Party. | 
at It follows now, according to the Mcthod preſcribed bctore, that an Overture 
be made, how to get the Feſwits, and their ſhadows the Pric/ts, into. poſſethon:; It 
hath been heretofore recited, that the unwelcome name of a Blood-{ucker,a Butie-body 
- or a Puritan, hath bcen ſhrewd Scarecrows unto many honeſt mindcs3 by abrogating, . 
therefore of thoſe or ſuchlike imputations, many will be ftirred up to undertake the 
 apprehending of the Adverſaries unto the Truth 3 eſpecially, when tor their pains and 
time employed, they ſhall deſerve and have the Titles of good Patriots, dutifel Sub- 
jects, and zealous Chriſtians : How ready 1s every common perſon to carry. 2 Malefa&or 
to the Stocks, rather than to the Goal or Execution ? and doubtleſs, they will be no 
lefs forward to attach a Prieſt, when they are aſſured that the wortt of his Punithinent 
ſhall be a fimple Reſiraint within the Walls of, fome old Cattle. A certain kinde of | 
People there is, with whom Money plays a "more forcible Orator's part, than any 
perſwaſion of the dutitul Service, which they owe to their Common-wealth : Theſe 
men will not be negligent to give Intelligence, and alſo to procure it taithtully, pro- 
vided that reward may help to line their thredbare Purſes, and exempt them from 
need to ſell Liberty unto Seminaries, And where aſſurance of gain. ts propounded tor 
Diſcovery, What Maſter or Houſekeeper will trutt his Servant with keeping, of his 
Prictt, or fleep quictly, while he is engaged to the danger of a Mercenary ?. I re- 
member, - that in 1taly it was often told me, that the bountiful hand of Sir Francis 
F#Falfingam, made his [ntel/igencers fo active, that 2 Seminary could ſcarcely fiir out of 
the Gatcs ot Rome, without his privity : which ſucceſs, by mediation of Gold, may 
a5 readily be obtained from S721, Valedolid, Doway, Lovain, Paris, and other places 3 
and by torewarning, given of their approach, they may be waitcd for at the Ports, - 
and from thence fog conveyed to a fafe Lodging. But whence thall the fiream 
flow that mult tced this Bounty ? It isa doubt catily fatished. It ſome Thouſands of 
Pounds out of the Recrſants Penalties be reſerved in ſtock, and committed by his = 
Majeſty into the diſpoſition of zcalous diſftributers, who will not be afraid to conclude, 
Perdat fiſcus ut capiat Chriſtus, Neither need we ſeek any further ſuccour to repair de- 
cayed Caſtles, and therein to defray the charge of the Prieſts, with a ſure Guard to keep 
them, than the aforeſaid 5 ir-foond i that by the Jultice of the Law may be col- 
lected. Which courſe, if ever it come happily to be entertained , and that Recw- 
ſancy cauſe to be an ignominious prey to the Subjedts, the proceedings tor Religion 
(hall be leſs blamed, and perhaps altogether unjuſtly accuſed by any gracelcfs Gret- 
' Zerus , or Cacodzemon Johannes, tinGing their Pens in Gall and Vinegar. For 
 befides occafion of Calummation given by Suits of that nature, it is evident.* that 
many Recuſants that would be Indicted for the King, and the ctfe&ing of the Pro- 
zect atorcſaid, ſhall efcape without puniſhment, and be born out againſt the Power 
of a private perſon, begging them to no other purpoſe, than hath heretofore been 
uſed : and albeit the Penalty be rated at 2o /. a Moneth, yet was it never the Law- 
* makers intent, that fuch as were not able to pay ſo great a Summ, ſhould go Scot- 
free 3 but that according to the proportion of their Ability, they ſhould do the pe- 
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nance of their Purſes for their Diſobedience 3 whereas now (if the Voice of the People, 
which is ſaid to be the Voice of God , is to be credited) the poorer fort is skipt 
over, as if they ought no Souls to God, nor Duty to - their Soveraign : a poor man, 
faith one, is to be piticd,if he offend through necetlity 3 but if he do amiſs voluntarily, 
he is more ſeverely to be chaſtiſed ; foraſmuch, as wanting Friends and Means to bear 
him out, it ſheweth that his Fault proceedeth from Preſumption. 

10, Let us now preſuppoſe, that all the whole Regiment of Feſwits and Seminaries 
were lodged in ſafe cuſthly, may we then perſwade our ſelves, That Popery will vaniſh 
like a dumb Show ? I am clearly reſolved, that though it receive a great Eclipſe, not- 
withſtanding, without other helps, the Kingdom of Antichriſt will only lye hidden as 
a weed, that ſeems withered in Winter, and is ready to ſprout out with the Spring. 
Temporal Arms are Remedies ſerving for a time : but the Spiritual Sword is per- 
manent in Operation, and by an' invihble Blow works more than Mortal Man can 
imagine. The Word of God carries this two-edged Weapon .in its mouth, which 14 to be 
uſed by faithful Miniſters of the Church, whom pure Zeal, without reſpect to worldly Pro- 
motion or perſons, ought to encourage. Of Judges the Scripture ſaith, Eſtore fortes 3 and 
daily we ſec,that fitting in their Judicial Seats, God infpireth them with greater Cou- 
rape, than when, as private perſons, they are to give their Opinions. No Icfs 1s the 
Power of the Holy Ghott in his Scrvants that out of the Pulpit are to deliver his Em- 
baſſage. Let them therefore not be diſmaid to ſpeak out plainly, and tell the truth, 
without running a middle courſe between heat and cold. Unprotitable deſcanting 
upon the Scripture with an old Poſtel, or tor want of better matter, waſte the poor 
time (hut up in an Hour-glaſs, with skirmiſhing againti the worthy Pillars of our own 
Protetlion. Rumour , which is ever ready to take hold of evil, hath raiſcd a ſecret, 
though (as I hope) a cauſcleſs ſuſpicion , that there ſhould be fone ſecret combination 
under-hand, by changing the ſtate of Queſtions, to put us in our old days, to lcarn a 
new Catcchiſme 3 and when they have brought us out of conceit with the Reverend 
Interpreters of the Word, to uſe us then, as the Wolves (mentioned in Dem-ſthenes Apo- 
ogy) handled the Shepherds, when they had delivered up their Dogs. Molt ſacred 
was that Speech of our moſt gracious King concerning Yorſtizs 3 He that will ſpeak of 
Canaan, let him ſpeak the Language of Canaan. How can we draw others to our 
Church, it we cannot agree where or how to lay our Foundation ? Or how may we 
cleanſe the leprous Diſeaſe of Difſention, which the Papiſts, which are leaft aſſured to 
themſclves, and moſt doubttul of their Salvation, are not aſhamed to aſcribe unto many 
of us ? TI would not have Miniſters indiſcreet, like Dogs, to bark againkt all, whether 
they know or know them not. I like better the opinion of Ariſtotle, who adviſeth 
thoſe that ſtand in guard of a place, to be curlt only to ſuch as are about to endamage 
the City. If Purſevants and other Civil-Othcers would learn to keep this Rule, they 
might go about their buſineſs with much credit. The imagined tear of inviting the 
Romiſh Faction by force to deliver their Gholily Fathers out of Priſon, moves me nota 
whit : For I cannot belicve, that they eſteem them at ſo dear a price, that they would 
run the hazard, by freetyg others out of Hold, to put themſelves into their places. 
Some will (ay, That a man of ſiraw is a head good enough. tor a diſcontented Mul- 
'titude, That the Papitits are very Cholerick, it appears futhciently by their Wri- 
tings : Yet it hath pleaſed Gcd to ſend thoſe curſt Cows ſhort horns, that when they 
\ could not tinde a man of ſufficiency to ſerve their turn , they were fain to do Ho- 
mage to Garnet's Straw 3 forgetful as they arc , that ſuch {iubble cannot endure the 
Trial of Fire. But unto us, that ought to be Doers, as well as Profteſlors of the Go- 
{pel, let this remain as a memorable Theoreme 3 Religion is the Mother of good Order, 
good Order is the cauſe of proſperous Fortune and happy Succeſs in all Counſels and Enter- 
priſes : Wherefore in what eſtate ſoever there wanteth good Order, it is an evident 
Argument that Religion goes backward, _

preſs a Crime, let him procure tharp Laws to be proclaimed, which arc only ncceſf3ry 
jor fome times, and rare occations to be put in execution but not te be an ordinary 
work tor every day of the weck, Daily uſe likewile teacneth us, that it,is leſs grievous 
to punith by an old Law, than by a new 3 Foraſmach as Truth it {elf ſeldom gets credit 
without proof, and it is hard to free the people of ſuſpition that new Laws are not rather in- 
vented againſt tbe particular perſons and purſes of men, than againſt the carrupt manners : By 
force of which rcaſon. I am induced to conccive, that the old uſe of the Church, con- 
tained mm good nurture , and Eccichiaftical-cenſures, will much more prevail to nuzzlc 
Popery, than any freth devices wihat{ocver. > Neither do I thin} it blame-worthy to 
athxm,that our Cauſe hath taken harm, by relying more'on the Temporal than the Spi- 
rirual Arms : for while 'we trutted that Capital puniſhments ſhould firike the ftroak , 
we have neglected the means, which woulg, for the mott part have diſcharged the need 
of ſuch ſeverity. The Oath of Allegiance is not offered generally to Servants and mean 
people 3 who it they had taken the Oath, by Abſolution of a Prieſt might recoyl trom 
it, or change their opinion at leiſure, without any ready means to diſcover their Leger- 
demain : That Oath 1 fear will not be often preſſed 3 and to them that ſhift from place to 
place, how can it be tendered £ The principal Papitis now cover themſelves in the crowd 
of the multitude z but if we can diſcover the atfection of the multitzde , they ealily 
will be unmasked, and being ſingled out, reſt athamed of their nakedneſs , which un- 
der correction of better judgment, may be cttected, it every new comer to inhabit in a 
Town.and ſervants newly entertained, withia week or tourteen days be cauſed to repair 
to the Miniſter.there in preſence of the Chxrchwardens.and other honeſt men,to ſubſcribe 
unto ſuch brict and ſubltantial Articles concerning Faith and Allegiance , as (hall be ac- 
cording to Gods Word and Juſtice , ordained to dittinguiſh the Sheep from the Goats. 
In Forrcign Countries, every Holt is bound to bring his Guelt before an Officer , there 
co certihe his name, with the occaſion of his coming , and intended time of his abode 
in thoſe parts 3 and m caſc he fiay longer , be muit again renew his Licence : So curious 
and vigilant alſo are they to keep their Cities from Infefiion, that without a Certificate, wit- 
neſſing their coming from wh1/ſome places, tixy may not eſcape the Lazeretto. No leſs ought 
we to be watchful to prevent the contagion of our Sou ls,than ather Nations are of their Bo- 
dies. Every thing is hard and ſcarcely pleativg, i the beginning, but with time, ſome 
ſich courle may be readily put in exccation 3 which I propound rather as matter for 
better heads to work on., than peremptorily to be intifted on in the ſame Terms. 

But left any charge me with temerity, that when detire to know the multitudes in- 
clination by the means atorefaid , I fatishe my felt with their Parrots Language , pro- 
 nounciyg it knows not what 3 I think it not impertincnt to put them in mind, that 
| heretofore I have requircd inftructions, both precedent and ſubſequent , and am ever of 
the mind , That althoxgh all this cannot be done at once , yet it 44 neceſſary always to be do- 
ing our beſt, knowing, that not to go forwards in Religion, is the ready way to go backwards. 
It is not the outward obedience of coming to Church , that diſcovers the inward 


thought of the Heart, it is the confetſion of the Tongue that mult uyer thelc ſecyers.

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And where the Curates are in ff.cient, or the Pariſh great , I wiſh they bad Catechiits to aſſiF 
them. maintained by the Purſes of the Recuſ.mts 3 which Penſion being collectcd for Gods 


Cauſe, will tree us of ſcandal , though it gricve them to pay the Spiritual Army wa- 
vcd apainlt ther own Siratagems. Surcly by giving them way in petty matters, they 


ac grown to be very maſterful in their Party. Plato aftirmeth, That the Pop! a» State 
rrorceded from the Licence which the people took to make immoder.ate applanſes im the Thea- 
1 5 When as by azrogating that immunity without controlk:nent in place of their 


(OVErnours 3 and perceiving the Nobility to joyn with them in the fame pathons, they | 


thought their Heads as worthy to Govern , as any of thoſe that were made out of the 
iIf-famme mould. In like manner, white we utter ignorance openly to maintain fuch 
petty glimpſcs of Popcry, as arc thought to be ſcarce worthy to be fook't at , and in 
{mall matters run an inditfcrent courfe , which neither make ſure Friends, nor feeble

erimine, ſed etiam criminis ſuſpitione vacare 3 avd with circumſpection to bchave them- 
iclves , that the world may cenceive in requiring obedience to God and their Sove-. 


Taign , that they hold the multitude rather tor companions than ſlaves : it great men 


take another way, thcy may feduce many by example , though by words they exprcſs 
not their concealed opinions Tace & loquere, ſaid God to Moſes 3 it is the {pcech of the 


" heart.that uttcrs more than words and ſyllables : and in our Common Laws it is held 
Maintcnance , when a great Perſonage onely by his preſence countenanceth a Cautc.

| the finews of wifdom 3 and nothing i is more dangerous, than to be f{ccure in matters of 
Statc : theretore tor the Laws alrcady made, I with that the molt ettectual of them , 


which leatt concerns lite, may be exccuted 3 tor better it were not to make them, than 
by ncglc&t to {ct them at liberty , ſeeing many offences there are . which men would 
abſtain from if they werc forbidden z but when a firict commandment is avoided with- 
ont puniſhment, thereout ſprings an unbridlcd Licence, hardly to be reformed by any 
rISOUT. 


To conclude, 1 fay treely, that whoſo endeth his days by a natural death , he ſhall 


be ſubjc& to receive many mens dooms for every particular ottence z but when for Re- - 


Iigions {ake. a man triumpheth over the {word, that one eminent vertue razeth out 
the mumory of other crrours, and placeth him that ſo dyeth in Paradice, it common 


opinion may be lawfully vouched 3 which glory having many followers and admirers, awa-. 


kth een dull ſpirits to affect their footſteps, and to {ell their lives for the maintainance of the 
fame Cmſe. I need not envy the name of a Martyr to the Jciuit 3 torhis Cauſe, if it be 
rightly weighed, will blanch that Title 3 but 1 delirc to have all thote lincamcnts deta- 
ced, which may compound that counterfcit Image : mn prolccuting of which purpoſe, it 
| have failed in my advice, and by contuſed handling mtricatcd the queſtion, I humbly 
1ecuett, that a wite mars verdict may mitigate the hceavineſs of that cenſure. It is 
nan good to praiſe bad Counſels, becaule of their good ſucceſs 3 nor to condemn 
g00d Counſels, it the Events prove not fortunate 3 leſt many be animated to advilc rath- 
lv, 2nd others diſheartncd to counſel g gravely.
